Gentlemen of the Senate 
and of the House of Representatives : 


You have been. convened by the operation of law, to discharge the 
responsible trusts, which have been delegated to you by your constit- 
uents, To enact laws for the government of the people, and to pro- 
tect and guard the interest of the State, are duties rarely exempt from 
responsibilities and embarrassment, and which are not unfrequently en- 
hanced by previous legislation, founded on theories which have utterly 
failed in practice. The deranged state of our finanees, caused mainly 
by an injudicious system of banking upon borrowed capital, and the 
consequent luad of public debt incurred by the State, has heretofore 
produced, as was naturally to be expected, a deep and even painful 
apprehension in the public mind. ‘That many əf- these apprehensions 
have, to some considerable extent, been justly quieted by the judicious’ 
and salutary action of the two last Legislatures, I am gratified to be- 
lieve. In addressing you therefore, as the legally constituted and orga- 
nized representatives of a free people, I renew my congratulations at 
the comparatively favorable auspices. under which you have just 
assembled. Much however, remains yet to be done, by your honora- 
ble bodies, to put the State upon that firm and stable basis, in dis- 
charging her public debt; both on account of her own eharacter -and 
credit, as well as that of her patriotic citizens. In performing that 
duty, I am satisiied that none, but a favorable response, will be heard 
from your constituents ; and no reward is more ample, or can better 
compensate a public servant than the reflection that he has been sus- 
tained by his constituents, in having faithfully discharged a high public 
trust committed to his charge. | ;

The President and Directors of 
the Huntsville Branch, have not as yet advised the offering for sale, 
any lands, held by that Branch; and no part of the Real Estate, owned 
by that Bank has consequently been brought into’market. A part of 
the Real Estate owned by the Decatur Branch, I understand lies in the 

° State of Mississippi, and I am not informed whether the valuation of all 
the lands, belonging to that Branch, has yet been completed. A very 
large portion of the Real Estate, held by, the Branch Bank at Mobile, 
is situated in Mississippi and Louisiana, the - valuation of which, I un- — 
de: stand, has not been completed. The lands belonging to that Branch 
being situated so remote from the Bank, both those in this State, as well 
as these in Mississippi and Louisiana, has rendered it very difficult to 
procure the services of competent commissioners. The vast extent of 
territory, over which it is necessary to travel, to enable them to ex- 
amine the lands, and the small compensation allowed for their services, 
disincline competent individuals, to take upon themselves, the discharge 

of the duties required of commissioners I recommend, therefore, that ” 
the compensation allowed commissioners for valuing Real Estate, own- 
ed by the Banks, situated out of the State, be increased to such an 

, aniount, as your wisdom may think just 

Tiere is no provision made for disposing of the Real Estate owned 
by the Banks, which has been offered fer sale, and not sold ; unless all 
the forms and requirements of the first sales are observed in offering it 
for sale a second time, and such a proceeding is not only tedious and 
expensive, but Í consider wholly unnecessary. I recommend, that in 
all cases, where Real Estate held by any of the Banks has been offered, 
and nat sold, the President and Directors be anthorized to dispose of it 
on the best terms practicable ; requiring in all cases three-fourths of the 
amount for which it was valued, and the same terms of payment as 
now required by law at public sales of such property, owned by the 
Banks, unless two or mere persons desire to purchase the same proper- 
ty, in whieh event it should be sold to the highest bidder. . 

In many eounties I understand, State, County, and in some instances, 
corporation taxes are assessed and collected, on the Real Estate, 
owned by the Banks. The money arising from the sales of these lands 
isto he applied to the payment of ou? State debt, which should, of 
course, exempt it from every species of taxation; and I recommend 
the passage ofa law fully exempting all the Real Estate, held by the 
State Ranks from taxation of every kind. > ' 

How to separate from the Banks ihe money arising from the sale of 
the sixteenth sec ions, and to safely invest the funds when thus sepe- 
rated, are questions not altogether free from embarrassment. ‘The liqui- 
dation aud final settlement ofall matters connected with the Banks, if 


i 
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not disposed of now, will st no very remote. peried, render legislation on - 


the subject of the school funds imperative. ‘The lands from which that 
fund. has acerued, were placed under the control and guaydianship of the 
General Assembly ; not only for the prezent generation, but for the 
benefit also, of those who are to succeed us, ‘Foo much prudence and 
van tun therefore, cannot be observed, in making a disposition of that 
fund, so as to preserve inviolate-the prineipal. The interest or profits 
arising therefrom, are all the present generation have aright to enjoy. 
The amount of that debt, now on deposite is certainly a debt against the 
State, as much so as any other State liability, To pay the whole-amount 
of that fund now held by the Banks, to the commissioners of the several 
townships, lam satisfted, would be extremely hazardous,and would 
greatly jeopardize its safety. That the funds eommitied te the. custody 
and control of the commissioners, would, in many instances, be safely 
kept, aad judiciously managed, I have but little doubt. But that a total 
loss would be the inevitable result, with no inconsiderable amount of the 
fund thus disposed of, E am equally well assured. Another obstacle, in 
disposing ol that fund in this form, js the want of meanson the part of 
the Stale to discharge the lability, she has-thus incurred, consistently 
with her equally sacred obligations to pay the interest annually accruing 
on her State bonds, The redeemed depreciated Bank bills, cannot be re- 
garded as means to pay the amount due, on the sixteenth section sehcol 
funddebt, To return again to circulation, the large amount «due on that 
debt, in the bills of the Binks, which every one has been so ardently de- 
sirous to see disappear entirely from cireulation, would be an experiment 
upon the means and patience of the community, that } am sure woul: re- 
ceive but litle favor at their hands, therefore renew the recommenda- 
tion which Thad the honor to make to the last Legislature, that è certifi- 
cate of State stock be issued to each towachip, for the amovnt due on de- 
posite, at a reasonable interest for such a period a9 your wisdom. may 
think best, renewable at the pleasure of the State, and that the interes: 
annually acerning on the amount of stock to each township, be appropri- 
ated to the purposes of education therein. 1 reeammend also, that the 
amount expended of the sixteenth section school fund in each township. 
be annually reported to some department of the State government, -80 aa 
t9 enable the General Assembly more fully to learn the amoùnt as weil 
the manner of the application of that fund. \ 

In pursuance of certain joint resolutions ef the General Assembly, 
approved, fourteenth of February, one thousand eight hundred and forty- 
three,—declaring illegal all allowances and appropriations made by the 
Branch of the Siate Bank at Mobile, during the session of the Legis- 
lature, at which they were adopted, I ordered suits to be instituted for the 
recuvery of the money as directed in the resolutions. Some of the suits 
thus ordered, were tried at the last Spring Term of the Circnit Court of 
Mobile. county, and judgment rendered in favor of the defendants, The 
high source from which I had been instrueted to direct those suits, 
and the amounts, as well as the principles involved in their determination, 
made it my duty, as E conceived, to have the questions decided in the 
Circuit Court reviewed and finally determined in the highest judicial 
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tribunal of the State, T accordingly instructed the Attorneys who were 
charged with their management in the Circuit Court, tu remove the causes 
in the asual form to the Sapreme Court; and at the last term of that: 
Court they were fully argued, the judgment of the Court below reversed, 
and the right of the Bank to recover a large portion of the allowances and 
appropriations, declared illegal by the vesolutions, fully established. P. 
Phillips, Esq., aided the Bank Attorney, in the management of the suits 
in the Crrcuit Court, and had the entire control of them in the Supreme’ 
Court, Hehasrepdered important services in those suits in both Courts, 
ior which I recommend the General Assembly, to allow him a just com- 
pensation. - 
The compensation allowed the President and Directorsof the Branch 
Bankat Mobile, | regard as decidedly too low for the duties they haveto per- 
form. When we consider,the expense of living in that city, the daily la. 
bor that they have necessarially to perform, in attending to the business of 
“the institution; the large amount of unsettled, confused and deranged busi- 
ness of the Bank, and the great necessity of obtaining the services of gentle- 
men of acknowledged business qualifications; I think it will be but obsery-". 
ing true economy in fixing the salaries sufficiently high: to command the 
services of such individuals a3 may be in every way qualified for the dis- 
charge of those duties. The salary of the Cashier of that Bank, I think 
also too low. I therefore recommend, that the salaries cf the President, 
Directors and Cashier, be increased to such sum as your wisdom may 
think reasonable and just. ` i 
Our State Prison is entitled to, and I am satisfied, will share a portion 
of your attention. Thesystem has but very recently been adopted by 
the State, and there likel y will be no period of its future existence, when 
it wil! require. more of the fostering care of the General Assembly than 
at its commencement, On the fourteenth of October last, the row of 
wooden work-shops on the south side of the prison, connected with the 
tan-yard, was destroyed by fire. The inspectors made añ investigation, , 
witha view to fearn the source from which the fire, procee fed, but have 
been utable te ascertain the cause. So far as Í have been able to jearn, 
the officers are aH exempt from any charge of negligence. The proba- 
bie toss to the Institution will be made-known to you by the Board ot 
Inspecters in their annual report. think that there should he 
more checks in the manner of keeping aceounts, in the purchase of arf- 
cles, anc the sale of those manofactured, as well as in the receipt and dis- 
bursements of money, than would now seem to be required by law, or 
are practised at the Institution ; and ] recommend the passage of an act, 
requiring books to be kept by different departments in the prison, and ia 
such form that onè set will be a check and control upon the other, >  *- 
Oa the fifteenth day of Febriary last, the former Warden drew from 
the Branch Bank at Montgomery, the eight thousand dollars appropria- 
ted by the last Legisfature,-for the support of the Penitentiary for the 
` current year; and applied the-money as I am informed, to the payment: 
of debts previously existing against the institution. When the present: 
ineumbent, therefore, entered upon the discharge of his duties, he founi | 
himself destitute of funds to-purchase materials to give ‘employment, as 
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well ag support to the convicts. The condition in which the Peniten-: 
tiary was thus brought fo my notice, caused me no litte embarrassment 
as to the course best to be pursued. I could see no course presenting 
fewer difficulties, than to purchase on a credit such materials as might be 
ewsential'to give employment to the convicts, as well ag food, clothing, 
&e., for their support. In the mean time, I deemed it prudent to ad- 
vance as much as could be spared out of the contingent fund. I accor- 
dingty paid over to the Warden one thousand dollars out of that fund, 
and instructed him to purchase the necessary raw materials, and other 
necessary articles which might be required at the prison, on a credit, 
under the control and sanction of the Inspectors. In this manner the 
_ prison has been supported for the present year. Iam satisfied that such 
portion of the accounts of the current year, as may be avonched ‘by: the 
Warden and Inspectors, wili be found to be just, and the General!As- 
sembly will, I trust, provide for their payment. a. 

I do not believe that as the law now exists, the Warden or the Inspee- 
tors, or both together, have the right to create debts sgainst the Peniten- 
tiary. Debts thus created, although nat so in form, can be regerded in 
no other fight than as due from the State. The right thus to bind the 
State, would be an slarming power to delegate to any one individual, or 
set of men, no matter how exalted or how pure. I understand, however, 
the practice has been heretofore, to contract debts against the Peniten- 
tiary for articles purchased; and I recommend, that in future, it be ex- 
pressly prohibited by law. The custom has been,-and to some consid- 
érable extent is now, to sell articles which have been manufactured at 
the prison on a credit, I consider the whole system of credits in a State 
Prison decidedly wrong, in whatever form it may be practiced. The: 
cash system, at prices sufficiently low to insure ready sales of all arti- 
cles manufactured, I regard as the true system in an instilution like 
ours, and I recommend its adoption. 

During the present year I have occasionally visited the Penitentiary, 
and on the twenty-eighth of October, made the annual visit required by ° 
law. Theeonviets, with but very few exceptions, seem to have enjoyed 
good health; ani the interior cf the prison, except the scene of the re- 
cent burning, presented the appearance of neatness and order. I am 
sstished, however, that imporiant modifications must be made in the 
laws and rules by which the prison is now governed;-requiring a more 
implicit obedience on the part of the convicts, as well asa more rigid 
discipline in the government of the institution, before it will fully real- 
iz@ the just expectationsof the people of the Siste, 

Estimates of the probable amount which will be required for the sup- 
port of the Penitentiary for the ensuing year, will be found in the report 
of the inspectors; which will shortly be laid before your honorable: 
bodies, ee 

The organization of our Chaneery Courts is considered defective in 
many of its provisions, ani as the sysiem now exists, is not satisfactory 
to either the suitors, the bar, or the people generally, The kind of Hu- 
galion cognizable in that Court, is most usually, from its nature, sufficient/ 
tidy, withont impeding, its progress, as is now done, jn haviag but one 
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term gf. the Court during the year. There are also other defecta, which 
Í am sure will readily arreat your attention, by a scrutiny of the present 
system; .bat which the limits of this communication will not permit me 
to notice in detail, ‘The importance of this Court, it being the only 
Court in which relief can be obtained afer all common Yaw remedies 
have failed, wilt I trust, commend the revision of the Chancery system 
to the favorable consideration of the General Assembly. : 

The Huntsville Branch Bank has paid Bonds due in one thousand 
eight hundred and forty-two, forty-four, snd sixty-three, amounting in all 
to the sum of two hundredand nineteen thousand dollars, which are now on 
depasite in the Siate Bank. No provision was made by the Gereral As- 
sembly at their last session for their destruction. Jt will therefore be 
the duty of yaur Honorable bodies, ta direct in what way, and by whom, 
they shali be destroyed. A similar provision should also be made for 
the destruction of the pld Bonds falling due this year, and for which the 
new ones have been substituted. i j 

* All the information that will be required in future from the Banks, 

can be readily furnished I think, by the efficers or other agents, and the. 
necéssity for the annual appointment of commissioners, has I am well 
satisfied, ceased to exist. Entertaiùing this opinion, and being anxious 
to avoid.all unnecessary expense, incident to the managemeat of the | 
Banks, Í recommend to your honorable bodies, to repesi the law re- 
quiring the appuintment of commissioners to examine the State Bank 
and Branches me 

Since you last assembled, Į have received froni the Seeretsry of the 
Treasury of the United States, a standard of weights and measures; and 
it will be the duty of the General Assembly to direct what disposition iv. 
to be made of them. i : 


“1 must again bring to the notice of the General Assembly, the im- 
mense number of special acts of. the Legislature, as compared with those 
of amore geners! character.” The numerous special acts adopted at 
every session, conferring right# or privileges desired, are perhaps.essen- 
tial in many instances to those who seek th a; but I am well satisfied, 
that the same rights or privileges, could be conferred by some general 
law, without requiring Legislative interference in every instance, Con- . 
ferring on married women the rights of Jeme. soles, and censtiteting 
them free dealers, is a power, that could with great propriety, be selely 
trusted to our Courts of Chancery. Incorporating small towns and vil- 
lages, commercial and mauyfacturing companies; establishing tollegetes 
and ferries, as well as numerous other subjects, purely local and special 
inthejr character, have heretofore, engaged no small portion ef the time 
of previous Legislatures, and eoritributed also, to increase the ordinary 
expense of legislation. I entertain no doubt that in the time oscopiell 
` in passing many of the special acts annually published, with which eer 
pamphlet copies abound, some general law could have been perfected, 
delegating to some of the, judicial tribunals of the State, ail the- power 
which would be necessary to confer any, or all of those rights or privi- 
: Jeges. In delegating such powers.to any tribunal, the corporne rights 
or other privileges, as well-as the amount of property to’ be held, shoald 
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be restricted within certain limits; and the Legislature should expressly 
reserve the tight to revoke or repeal any charter or privileges, whenever 
it might be de«med proper to doso. I am satisfied that such a policy by 
eVoiding @ great deal.of unnecessary legislation, will exempt your hono- 
rable bodies from no dittie labor, and diminish greatly the ordinary ex- 
penses of the session. 

' Another subject worthy of reflection, and which eannot fail to arrest 
yonr attention, is the instability and short duration heretofore of 
many general laws enacted by the Legislature. Laws enacted, and re- 
garded by one Legislature the most wholesome and salutary, aflerchav- 
ing engaged their deliberate consideration in perfecting them, argerot 
unfrequently repealed by the next General Assembly ; andin some in- 
stances after so brief an existence, that many were scarcely conscious 
of their enactment, until after they were repealed. This arises mainly, as I 
havs long since been coovinced, from the changes of Representation, 
growing out of oar annual sessions of the General Assembly No one 
can yield a greaterdsf*rence to constitutional law than myself, and T only 
avow what I really feel, when Į say that I have an unaffected relucrance 
toatlempt the change or modifcation of a fundamental Law. But my 
convictions Jong entertained, are so decided in favor ofibieanial, invead 
of annual sessions of the General Assembly, that I consider it an impera- 
tive duty, to bring the subject to your notice, At the commencement of 
our State Goveramen’, and fora series of years subsequent to that period, 
the necessity for an annual sessions, may be readily conceded; but 
that necessity I amentirely convinced, has ceased to exist. The time 
vecessarily intervening etweea biennial sessions, will afford the peuple 
a better oppartunity to test the atdity and operation of their Laws. 
Another andy no means an inconsiderable, inducement to such a change 
of our Constitution, is che vast saving to dhe people in avoiding the annu- 
al expenses incident to the session. 

Tt cannot have escaped your observation that for (he last few years, 
there his been, and ts now, an increasing sentiment in the public mind iu 
favor of this modification t our Constitetion, Strengthened'in ny own 
convictions by that belief, and believing that the people are anxious to 
manifest their determination on dhe subject, Í recommend to your Hon- 
orable bodies, to propose to the qualified voters in the furm required by > 
that instrument, a change of the Constitution, so as to have biennial in- 
stead of aunual sessions of the General Assembly. No evil or embar- 
rasement, can possibly result in testing in this form, the public mind on 
the subject. ffa majority of the people are opposed to the proposed >- 
change, they willin the form prescribed, at once settłe (he question.

The total abandonment and final settlement of our whole system of 
Panking at the earliest practicable period, are not only required by the 
condition of the Banks, but are demanded. I am eonvinced, asa mea- 
sure of protection to the State as well as to the people. - 

The charter of the State Bank wiil expire by its own limitation, on 
the first day of January next, and J have no hesitation in saying that 
every principle of prudence and sound policy, as well as the salntary 
lessons of the past, strougly admonish us agaiust its ienewal. ` When 
the patriotism and nieans of the people have fully responded to the 
necessary heavy exactions which will be required to make up losses. 
which have befallen the State Bank. in common with all the Branches, 
I am fully persnaded the number will be but few, who would not re- 
gard it asa blessing, to be rid of that or any other Banking system, 
whose burtheus they have to bear. I therefore recammena tliat the 
State Bank and ail the Pranches, be placed in a state of final liquida- 
tion, Feserying to each Bank such necessary corporate powers as wilk 
enable thea: to settle, and elose their affairs, and that the plates of ail 
tle Banks be destroyed. 

The President and Directors of the State Bank have destroyed by 
buraing, and in the mode requized in the several acts of the Legisla- 
ture, placing all the Branch Banks in lignidation, during the present 
year, bills of @e different Branches, amounting to two milion, four 
hundred and seveuty-one thonsand aud two hundred dollars. 

The board of the State Bank, as I am informed, have also destroyed 
by buruing, in the bills of that Bank, the sun of sixty one thousand

In advertiug to the perplexing subject. of our State indebtedness, 
which has commanded so muel of my anxious attention since I have 
been in office, it will be recollected that E have rarely failed in any of 
my former communications to urge on the General Assembly, the in- 
disputable obligation and over.ruling moral necessity of preserving the 
faith of the State inviolate, by a prompt discharge of our pecuniary ob- 
ligations, as soon asthey fall due. ‘That this will be attended with 
difficulties and sacrifices of the most embarrassing character, I have 
never failed to acknowledge; but these jnuvariable concomitants of all 
attempts to discharge a deep indebtedness, are net only the strongest 
admonitions to economy in future, but; yes to the debtor-the only just 
claim to the high mardlity which so properly attaches in either savage 
ot Civilized life, to a rigid compliance with pecuniary ebligations, A 
{ree people hold not ouly their honor, Lut their form of government, 
their institutions, and all their dearest rights by no other tenure, than a 
willingness to incur any sacrifice to which byman nature can be sub-- 
jecte lin maintaining them. Those who will count the eost af sustain-. 
ug the public faith, subject themselves to the just suspicion of being 
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equally as ealenlating in defending the public liberty. The instinct 
of tene patriotism is so nearly allied with the sentiment of national 
houor, that to destroy tle former we have only to lower the tone of the 
people in maintaining the latter. In fact where the people are the 
real source of power, the lofty spirit of true patriotism can never sur- 
vive the loss of individual confidence in the untarnished honor of the 
government. I have indulged in these reflections from no apprehen- 
sion that a State like ours, containing within her own limits all the ele- 
meuts calculated to place her in the front rank with her sisters of the 
coniederacy, will ever fail to discharge punctually her public liabilities. 
I make these remarks merely for the purpose of pointing aut the 
merited censures which are always certain to attach to a people who 
invoke the just condethnation of the whole civilized world, in failing 
to maintain tntarnished their public faith. -That a large portion ofthe 
capital and means of the Banks, have been squandered, and are now 
forever hopelessly gone, none who are the least conversant with their 
acknowledged candition, will for a moment hesitate to admit. In con- 
templating the disasters which have thus befallen the State in her Bank- 
ing institutions, all will readily acquit those of whom we borrowed ‘the 
money from every participation in its management, or the slightest re- 
sponsibility in any shape for the loss thus incurred by the State The 
bondholders in presenting in this form their just claims, are ‘sustained 
by facts so stubborn in themselves, and so palpably in their character, ` 
as to establish a claim fortified by every legal requisite, which cau con- 
stitnte a legal and obligatory contract, from which a patriotic and moral 
people cau find no release short ef entire payment. The debt was 
created, and the means of the Bank. squandered by the présent gene- 
ration; and every principle of honor and justice demand that we should 
withhald the burthens of a public debt from these who are to succeed 
us, and whe bad no agency in its creation. ‘To exhaust the remaining 
portion-of the principal taqischarging the Interest annually accruing 
on the bonds, and to postpone the entire debt, or a large-portion ai 
least, to be discharged by pesterity, would F am very sure be transmit- 
ling them an inheritance which would be regarded neither in the light 
of a favor ora blessing. Te prepare then promptly for the extingnish- 
meut of our public debt, is required by every principle-of honor, jus- 
tice, aud patriotic self-respect. Oe i 

The Comptroller informs me that he has not yet received full returns of.

In pursuance of that 
ordinance, nine thousand dollars of the debt was paid early the pre- 
sent year. and the Board indulges the hope chat they wil be able ina 
like mauner, to.pay annually a portion of the debt until it is s fully, dis- 
charged. x 
instanceof insubordination in sch a seminary, miler the most fa-

-wesidue at the rate of five per centum, per annum, making an.aggregate 
annual interest of four hundred ‘and ‘segenty-one thousand uiue hun- 
dred and-seven dollars and eighty cents. ‘Fhis may be designated 
- aur foriegn, and the remainder including Bank notes in circulation, 
*4#0.the amonit of three millions of dollars, the University Fund and: the

From all the information elicted by the different reports on the sub- 
ject of the Banks, your Committee have come to the canclusion, how- 
ever reluctantly, taat not more than seven millions of the debt due from 
individuals, including real estate, and all available assets, can ever be 
realized. From this data, it ts plain that the State owes seven millions 
of dollars over and above her estimated means of payment This start- 
hng deficit will be found nearly correct, if the who:e amount of the assets 

- of the Banks reported by courmissioners as good, had already been col- 
lected. But past experience has proved to.as that much of the debt an- 
cnually reported to be good, becomes doubtful and bad from delay; and 
although something may be realized from the latter classification, it is 
not probable that it will more than equal the loss an the debts now re 
ported as good. k i z 

What shall now be done ? isa question the solution of which is alike 

imteresting to ourselves aud our creditors, As yet the honor of our State 

` remains untarnished. We have-punctually met the interest on our for- 
eign debt, and are now prepared, though at cojisiderable sacrifice, to 
pay the interest forthe next year. Time after time we have declared 
and reiterated to the world th.t our plighted faith should at all hazards 
be redeemed. Fair promises have been made in high sounding regolu- 
lions, up to the present moment. But the demands of creditors are not 
“to be appeased by empty promises, or by any thing short ofprompt and 
efficient taxation. We owe the debt, and as honest men we must pre- 
pare to pay it. The decision of this question. will more than any other 
which has ever been agitated, test the moral firmness of our people, and 
prove their capacity for self government. Our creditors can,rely only 
on our honor for the payment of their just demands. The ingenuity of 
counsel could not devise the means of legal coercion. -The ab- 
sence of this eoercive power, increases our obligation to- raise 
‘the means of payment by vountary action. What honest maa i 
-there, who even without the compulsion of the courts, would refuse, 
or neglect to pay his debts it he had the means of satisfying his credi- 
tors? No man would be tolerated in society who would acknowledge 
‘the existence of a debt against him, and then refuse to pay, if from any 
gause the courts of justice could not interpose in behalf of hia. creditay. 
Our people for years past until recently, were exempt from-direct: tax- 
‘ation. At a périod of apparent but deceptive prasperity, it was 
“thought that the profits of-our Banking system would be more than syf- 
ficient to defray the expenses of their government. They are now 
“awakened from these illusory dreams; and sce staring themin the face 
‘this frightful indebtedness. | Will. they hesitate between taxation ag 
‘and dishonor ? EOU | en ee ee 
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leave us defaulters without apology or excuse before the civilized world. ` 
It is trus that these disasters have been brought upon us by unwise 
legislation. That: may of our citizens have received no benefit from 
the Banks| except a temporary exemption from the payment of “taxes. 
‘But this mismanagement was all acquiesced in by the people. Itre- 
sulted’ fromthe action of their immediate representatives, chosen by 
themselves. f 
Bat: your committée do not distrust their constituents, or doubt for a 
moment their willingness to submit tø any amount of taxation,rather than 
permit the plighted faith of Alabama to be forfeited. “The people every- 
where are more liberal than demagogies, who affect to govern them, 
believe them to be. In other countries they submit grudgingly, to the 
payment of taxes which are imposed by tyrauts, that they may indulge 
in luxury and extravagance. But in this country, where our citizers 
are iheir own sovereign, the feeling is different; they pay their taxes 
cheerfully, as the price of liberty. Since our disasters have befallen us, 
they have even held voluntary meetings, and sent up petitions praying 
that they may be taxed for the support of the government, and the pay- 
metit of our State debts. n i

a snfe guaranty, that Alabama will redeem with her property, the prom- 
ises Which she has heretofore made to the world.

On the expiration or repeal of the charter of the State Bank and her 
several Branches, the assets-become vested in the State, and she becomes 
liable, and solemnly bound; to redeem the circulation; and the State 
becomes the debtor to the bill holders, and when once redeemed, 
are functus officio. It is the settled law that an obligation for the 
payment of money, when once discharged’ by the obligor, cannot be 
revived merely by being thrown again into circulation. It is the 
opinion of your Committee, that the redeemed debts of the State oc- 
cupy the same footing, and cannot be made binding merely by being re- 


issued. 

Ret a much stronger and more potent ohsfacle is presented in the 
Constitution of the United States, which says: “ No State sha emit 
bills of credit.” Bills of credit are defined by Chief Justice Marshall, 
to mean, “a paper medium intended to circulate between individuals, 
and between governments and individuals, for.the ordinary purposes of 
society? Kr ıs clear, that any paper issued by a State, whith circulates . 
on the credit of the State, designed and used as money, in the or- 
dinary business of life, constitutes “bills of credit, within the Gon- 
stitution. 

If the bills of the State Bank become the property of the State, either 
collecte! ag revenue, or paid in by the Bank debtors, and they are again 
paid out, are'they not undisgnised bills of credit? Are they not issued 
by the State? ‘on the credit of the State? and designed to subserve the 
purposes of money? | : 

There is no corporation that cin be made responsible to redeem these 
notes, What means are there then for enforcing payment from the 
State, by bill holders?, A sovereign State cannot be sued without her 
consent, 

Your Committee do not purpose to make an elaborate argument 
on this constitutional question; yet they could not pass over so 
grave and important a point,.without bringing it to the notice of the 
House. Yai. 

Your Conimitiee beg teave to present óne other reason in favor of the 
bill extending the charter of the Bank of the State of Alabama. 

Jt will be observed from this report, that the amount of interest, and 
the expenses of the State Government, will require the annual sum of 
six hundred and seventy three thousand nine hundred. and seven dollars 
and eighty cents, ta be derived from the tax on our citizens. It is not 
the province of your Committee to inquire whether that sum can be 
realized. a 3 

Suppose the foregoing amount could be collected from that source, 
it will tben only be necessary’ to inquire, what would be the character of 
the funds?

Tne minority of the committee of ways and means, ta whom was re- 
ferred so much of the message of his’Excellency the Governor, as re- 
lates tọ the expenditures of the State Government, and providing the 
means to meet the same, Report—_ 

That the cireumstance of not having seen the report of the majority of 
the committee until it was presented to the House, on the twenty-eighth 


instant, is the only apology the minority have to render the House, for - 


the delay which has unavoidably attended their report. 

The vast and important considerations presented by the examination 
of the subject matier referred 10 ihem, have engaged the most serious 
and searching inquiry of the Committee; and it is with no slight degree 
of reluctance, the minority have been compelled to dissent from the re- 
port of the majority, and the bil accompanying said report. 

But, believing the fact in political economy is universally adopted by 


“republican governments, that he who labots is alone entitled to the pro- 


ducts of his labor, and that any government which exacts more than is 
legitimately necessary to defray the expenses of said government, robs 


. the laborer of every dollar thus levied, the minority determined to un- 
dertake the responsible task of suggesting objections to the re port of the - 


majority. 

At a period of extraordinary embarrassment in the pecuniary: affairs of 
the couniry, when the relaticns of debtor and creditor have arrived ata 
crisis hitherto unprecedented in the history of the State—to awaken the 
attention of a communily, already depressed and born down by heavy 
private engagements, to such an alarming state of affairs, as The State of 


Alabama is now laboring under, and to present as the only alternative, an, 


oppressively high tax, is a step to be taken only as a duty, and which 
should be deferred to the latest possible day, compatible with the honor 
and integrity of the State. A proper regard for the rights and interests 
of that portion of the people, constituting about six sevenths of the fax 
paying population of the State, who have never been benefited by any 
facilities afforded by the State banking institutions, demands at the hands 
of the General Assembly, the application of the entire assets of those 


Banks to the extinguishment of the liabilities of the SIG ars on 
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account of them, before resorting to taxation, io an extent which will be - 
grievous and burdensome. The minarity of the commiftee are not ub- 
mindful of the fact, that the State is bound in good faith to discharge 
every obligation entered into on account of the late Banking institutions, 
and nothing would be farther from them than to convey the idea to the . 
Legislature, of any disposition to shrink from such responsibility; hev- 
ertheless, the suggestion above made, must be pertinaciously adhered to, 
or a cordial acquiescence by the great body of the tax paying population 
cannot be expected. l i l ° 

The history of past legislation induces an opinion tĦat no disposition 
exists on the part of the State, to avail itself of the assets owned by it in 
the shspe of Bank debts, unless at the pieasure or convenience of the 
debtors; and, without infringing upon the appropriate and especial du- 
ties of the Committee cn the State Bank and Branches, the minority are 
of opinion that unless this policy be abandoned, the murmurings of the 
tax payers will be heard in tones of thunder, rejecting the propositions to 
pay Banking liabilities, by direct taxation, whilst Bank debtors are bask- 
ing in the splendor of gorgeous fortunes, built up by the unjust discrimi- 
nations of legislation ia their favor. 

Proceeding to ascertain the exact amount of the liabilities of the State, 
we shall unavoidably discuss certain propositions which arise incidental- 
Jy in the eourse of the examination. We take it for granted, that cer- 
tain debts are due by the State, and it is bound, and intends in good faith 
to discharge them punctually as they fall due and are redeemable, 

The liabilities of the State consist of two general classes: first, of 
debts slieady existing in contract; and secondly, of such as will necessa- 
riy aceruc, and have to be. contracted, to continue the government in 
operation. I the first class, we shall include the bands of the Stale, 
amounting, from the best information we can procure, to the sum of 
nine- millions two hundred and fitteen thousand, five hundred and 
fifiy-five dollars and fifty-five cents, the inferest of which will fall 
sue on the same, and the circulation of the Banks, two million, nine 
hundred atid sixiy-seyen thousand, eight -hundred and twenty-eight dal- 
Jars. The other itemf which will have to be here disposed of, consists of 
the University fund, three hundred thousand dollars, and the Sjxteenth 
Section Sehool fund, eight hundred and ninety-six thousand, three hun- 
dred and fifty-three dollars, and eighteen cents, which should be regard- 
ed as an ullimate rather than a present liability. From the information 
before the Legislature, concerning this fund, it is invested in discounted 
notes, and notes received in payment for lands mostly; and hence, to pro- 
vide for the same at this lime, is to. propose legislation upon the subject, 
which is unnecessary and unadvisable. That portion of this fund, which 
is invested, is drawing an amount of jnterest equal to the interest which 
accrues annually upon the same; ahd hence, the portion of said fund 
which is in cash will only have to pay interest, in round numbers, five 
hundred thousand doijlars—interest on the same, at six per centum, per 


annum, thirty thousand dollars. 
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The first item, in the list of liabilities, is the Bonds of the State, draw- 
ing an annual interest of four hundred and seventy-orie thousand; nine 
hundred and severdolJars and eighty cents; the second item, which is 
the circulation, draws no interest. The accruing liabilities of the Stafe, 
we.then arrive at, asthe current expenses of the State government, the 
interest on the school fund, and on the bonds. In calculating the interest 
on the bonds, we must have an eye to the assets of the State to meet 
these liabilities; because, assuming ihe calculation that the State hos 
available assets to the amount of seyen millions, to he correct, we are led 
to inquire the nature and qualities of those assets, and we find them to 
consist of real estate, and specie, and debts due to the Banks. The ap- 
plication of the real estate, will, according to the natural course of trade, 
extinguish, of current liabilities of the State, in the form of Bank bills in 
circulation, the amount of one million, according to the estimates of the 
Commissioners appointed ta appraise said real estate. The other assets 
of specie, and the debts due to the Banks, will amount to six millions, 
which when applied, will extinguish the-other two millions of Bank 
bills in cireulation, and leave four millions of assets to apply to the pay- 
ment of the bonds. We are here mét, by the known fact—in stating 


i 


this proposition, that these Bank debts, are available assets to the amount - 
of six millious—that they have to be collected before they can be thus” 


applied. Ii they run.some years before collection, they are drawing as 
high, or a higher rate of interest, than the bonds, which they will ulti- 
malely discharge; and hence the proposition is a fair one, that they may 


` be considered as canceling that amount of bands at present; for the in- 


terest, which will be collectable, will meet that which is aceruing, 
Taking then the ground, that the interest, which will necessarily fall 
due and be collected upen the two millions, which extinguishes the re- 
mainder of the bank bills in circulation will be sufficient, with the specie 
on hand, to defray all contingent expenses connected wilh paying the in- 
terest on the bonds ia the meantime, we proceed to estimate the amount 
of bonds lefi unpaid after the’applicalion of all assets at present heid by 
the State which are available; and deducting the amount of bonds thus 
provided for, four millions, will leave five million, two hundred and fifty 
thousand, five hundred and fifty-five dollars and fifty-five cents, as the 
amount of permanent liabilities, and the interest on the-same as the an- 
nually accruing liabilities. ‘The interest on this last amount of bonds, at 
five per centum per annum, (which is the per centum at which all the 
bonds are taken, which fall due of the last six millions) and which will 
become payable fram the years eighteen hundred and fifty-eight to 
eighteen hundred and sixty-six inclusive, will amount to two hundred 
and sixty-two thousand, five hundred and twenty-seven dollars and sev- 
enty-seven cents—added to the expenses of the State Government, one 
hundred and twenty-five thousand dollars—and the interest on the Sehool 


fund, thirty thousand dojlars—will, together, constitute four hundred and - 


sevenleen thousand, five hundred and twenty-seven.dallars and seyenty- 
seven. cents—the sum we think necessary to be provided for by the Stale 
government after the year eighteen hundred and forty-five. 


fo 
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Tne report of the President of the Stafe Bank shows the interest for 
the year eighteen hundred and forty-five, fo have been already provided, 
and even the coupons which fall due in January, eighteen hundred and 
forty-six, The balance of the interest falling due in the-year eighteen: 
hundred and forty-six, which when taken from the amount of Bank bills 
i» the Treasury of the State after the collection of taxes of the present 
year, will show only about one hundred thousand doHars minus, to be 
ra'sed during the year eighteev hundred and forty-five, besides the ex- 
penses of the State Government, one hundred and twenty-five thousand 
dollars, for that year. That amount would be nearly raised by the pre- 
sent revenue bill; but as sound policy would dictate we should have 
something more than to balance the payments of eighteen hundred and 
forty-six, by the amount on hand on the State treasury at the beginning 
ef that year—the minority of the Committee would recommend to the 
Legislature to increase the tax of the present year twenty-five or thirty 
per centum; and with the addition of some articles of taxation not enu- 
merated in the present tex bill, they think the faith and credit cf the 
S‘ate can be maintained, 

In reviewing the calculations herein set forth, we are reminded cf the 
sum of five million, two hundred and fifty thousand, five hundred and 
fifty-five dollars and fifty-five cents, a permanent liability, of principal of 
tre bonds of the State, which has to be provided for, in the course of 
the next twenty years. It has: been contended, that the obligation rests 
upon the present citizens and tax payers of the State to provide the 
means to finally pay off that amount. Looking to the reports of the 
Commissioners appointed to examine the several Barks, it appears that 
oaly about one seventh of the present voting population of the State are 
Bank debtors; and the obligation, which the balance of the present citi- 
zens are under, will extend alike to the citizens of the S'ate during the 
next twenty years. This obligation arises in part from being of those 
who, conducted and controlled the State Government, during those 
years of fully and mismanagement, through which we have just passed; 
and, also, from the duty whichisrises in retoro for the use and orcupa- 
tion of the natural and artificial resources of the State, and the protection 
afforded by its Government to the citizens, A gradual and moderate in- 
crease of the taxes in coming years will ufford a sufficient sum to meet 
the contingent annual liabilities of the State, and provide a sinking fund, 
whieh will finally pay off the bonds as they fall due, and the proposition 
to make the increase gradual rather than abrupt, addressesitself forcibly 
to the mind of every one, from a consideration of the circumstances of 
the country, the extraordinary low price for its staple commodity, and 
the fact that no other employment of labor and capital has yet been 
adopted to afford a better remuneration to our citizens. 

The minority would also state, that several features of the bill present- 
ed by the majority, are exceptionabie to them, particularly the mode of 
taxing lands, which is a change from the present classification system to 
a valuation system, by which they cannot but think a greater degree of 
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inequality will be experienced throughout the State. The present sys« 
tem operates harmoniously with the great mass of the people; and as the 
inequality of taxes, in their bearing in a community, renders them odi- 
ous, rather than the particular plan adopted, the minority would suggest 
to the House, the continuance of the classification system. 

Another feature of the bill—for instance the mode of electing asses- 
sors, would rather be obnoxious to the objection of an immoral tendency 
by the management which might attend the selection and formation of 
grand juries. Qcher features are alike objectionable, which can be no- 
ticed in a different way, aelig the bill is taken up for its final disposal by 
the House. - 

The minority of che Comani have thus disposed of ihe subject- 
matter referred, and without any disposition whatsoever to suppose the 
majority to have erred, they would state to the House, that upon an exami- 
nation of the two reports, the verianee consists in the estimates and spec- 
ulatious of the two branches of the Con:miltee, rather than in any sta- 
listical facts.

S. M. Ingersoll, of the town of Girard, beg leave to report that by an 
act of Congress, for the amicable settlement of the limits with the State 
of Georgia, and ‘the establishment of a government in the Mississippi 
Territory, the President was authorized to appoint Commissioners to act 
with Commissioners to be appointed by the State of Georgia, to adjust 
all interfering claims to Territory situate west of the Chattahoochie, 
north of the thirty-first degree of north latitude, and south of the ces- 
sion made by South Carolina. By the third section of this act, the” 
tract of country bounded on the west by the Mississippi, on the north hy- 
aline to be drawn due east from the mouth of the Yazoo on the Chat- 
tahoochie river, on the east by the Chattahoochie river, and on — 
the South by the thirty-first degree of north latitude, is consti- 
tuted one district, to be called the Mississippi Territory. Ua- 
der this act of Congress, articles of agreement ond cession were en- 
tered into on the twenty-fourth April, eighteen hundred and two, be- 
tween the Commissioners so appointed by the President, and the Com- 
missioners appointed by the State of Georgia, which articles were duly - 
ratified by the State uf Georgia, by act of sixteenth June, eighteen 
hundred and two, the first article of whieh stipulates that the State of 
Georgia cedes to the United States all the right, title and claim, which 
the said State has to the jurisdiction and soil of the tands situated within 
the boundaries of the United States, south of the State of Tennessee, 
and west of a line beginning on the western bank pf the Chattahoochie 
river, where the same crosses the boundary line between the United 
States and Spain, running thence to the said river Chattahoochie, and 
along the western bank thereof, to the great bend thereof, &e. The act 
of Congress of second March, eighteen hundred and nineteen, enables 
the people of ‘Alabama territory to form a Constitution and State Gov- 
ernment, and fixing the limits of said territory, calls for the westeru 
boundary line of the State of Georgia, and the Constitution adopted by 
the State follows the description set out in the act of Congress last- men- 
tioned. It appears from the petition that the petitioner is proprietor of 
land at or near the town of Girard in this State, and that under sets of 
incorporation from this State, he has erected mills and manufacturing 
establishments. That the State of Georgia has passed an act granting to 
the city of Columbus, immediately opposite Girard, the right to the 
river extending to high water. mark on the western bank, which graut 
covers a portion-af the land and mills of the petitioner, that the. city af 
Columbus has disposed of the right toa company, which has already 
bail & factory, and erected a dam across the river, thal floods and almast 
destroys the value of oneof his mills, and that a right is set up to a coi- 
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ton gin factory of petitioner, which is also situated -on the shore or 
bank of said river. The petitioner further sets out that but for this claim 
the town of Girard would have now possessed a very large population, 
and the resources of the State been greatly augmented by the lotation in 
said town of large capital for manufacturing purposes; and the petitioner 
coucludes-with a prayer that the State should employ counsel to aid him 
in trying the right set up by the State of Georgia in the premises. Your 
committee are unanimously of opinion that the claim set up under the 
grant of Georgia to the premises in question, is wholly untenable; by 
no just coustruction can the acts referred fo, give the State of Georgia the 
right to extend her civil or criminal jurisdiction, over any portion of the 
soil west of the west line of the channel of the Chattahoochie river, be- 
tween the thirty-first degree, and the great bend as set forth in the above 
recited descriptions. In view of the great interests which the State of 
Alabama has in the preservation of the siid line of the Chattahoochie, 
according to the true jutent and meaning of said acts in protecting the 
rights of her citizens, and maintaining the exercise of her civil and crim- 
inal jurisdiction unimprired; the committee recommend the adoption of 
the following resolution: 

Resolved, -That the Governor be authorized to employ counsel to as-_ 
sist the said S. M. Ingersoll, in having the right claimed by the State 
of Georgia full adjudicated.

Mr. Norman, from the committee on education, made the following re- 
port: | 

The committee on education, to whom was referred that portion of the 
Governor’s message,which related to the cause of education and the Universi- 
ty,and to whom wasalso referred the annual report of the trusteesof the Uni- 
versity, have considered the subjects referred to them, and have instructed 
me to report, that from the papers submitted to them, it appears that the 
Trustees paid during the past year, upon the debt due by the University, ` 
the sum of nine thousand dollars, and shat they will be able during the pre- 
sent year, to pay about the same amount. The committee indulge the hope 
that by a steady adherence to the prudent and economical policy now pur- 
sued by the Trustees of the University, it will in a few years be relieved 
from the embarrassments heretofore surrounding it. The number of 
students in attendance during the past year, is one hundred and fourteen, 
a larger number it is believed than has at any former period been re- 
ceived into the University; this evidencing the increasing confidence 
of the people in the permanency of the Institution, and the ability of the 
faculty. The committee with confidence believe that the day is not very 
distant, when the University of Alabama will fully sustain that high 
stand whieh its most sanguine friends have hoped for. ‘Three vacancies 
ia the Board of Trustees will oceur during the present year, to wit: in 
the fifth, sixth and seventh judicial circui's, which the committee recém- 
mend to be filled at the present session of the General Assembly. The 
committee have instructed me to report back to the House the annual 
report of the Trustees, and recommend that two hundred and sixty-six 
copies be printed for the use of the members of the General Assembly. 

Ordered, that the report lie on the table. 

Bir. Phillips, from the committee on Federal relations, made the fol- 
lowing report: . 

The committee on Federal Relations, to whom was referred resolutions 
from the S ate of Massachusetts, proposing to amend the Federal Con. q 

€ 
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stitution by striking out that portion of the third clause, second section, 
first article, whieh anportions representatives and direct taxes, by adding 
to the free white inhabitants— ¢hreefifths of all other persons;”’ to~ 
gether with the replies of the States of Kentucky, Maryland and Vir- 
ginia; also, resolutions of the State of South Carolina, in relation tothe ¢ 
agent sent by Massachusetts to reside within her borders, to litigate thè - 
right of that State to prevent the ingress of free persons of color—deep- 
ly impressed with their serious import, have bestowed on them a calm 
and solemn consideration, and without division, either in feeling or 
opinion, have instructed me to recommend the adoption of the following 
report and resolutions: 

It is well known to all, conversant with the history of the Conven- q 
tion, which adopted our present form of Government, that the “ three- 
fifths” rule of representation, gave rise to great debate and agitation in that 
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bady,and for a Jong while threatened its dissolution. The States re- 
presented in that Convention, were sovereign and independent; it was 
the right of each to determine the conditions on which it would enter 
into the Federal compact. The slavehoiding States believing their in- 
terests and their rights required the existing rule of representation, in- 
sisted upon its adoption: on the other hand, it was strenuously resisted 


_ by a few of the States as unequal and unjust to those who held no 


slaves; and the elause as it now stands in the Constitution, was finally 
adopted against the vote of but two States—Massachusetts voting in the 
majority. The Constitutions thus framed, was submitted to the States, 
and adopted by the pedple of each, and thus became the law of all. 

The history of this provision of the Constitution therefore, shows that 
it was incorporated by the Convention asa solemn stipulation, and 
agreed to by the people of each of the thirteen States, in order to eon- 
solidste their Union. 

The Southern States surely can see nothing in the circumstances 
which now surround them, to cause their abandonment of a. security so 
strenuously insisted on, when interference with their domestic institu- 
tions was merely a subject of philosophical speculation. Now, there 
exists in some of the States,a faction yearly and rapidly increasing in 
power (stimulated by influences from abroad, and strengthened by poli 
tical dissensions at home,) that seeks the total overthrow of the institu- 
tions of the South, careless of the means, and regardless of the conse- 
quences. Already it controls sixty thousand voters, not the less fermid- 
able, because governed by the spirit of a wild fanaticism; already it has 
shown itself sirong enough to fill the Temple of Religion with discord, 
and divide its altar: already it has entered into the Halls of Congress; and 
hefore its potent voice, the Representatives of the people have been 
driven into the adoption of a rule, which virtually submis the time and 
deliberation of that body, chosen to represent the interest of the whole 
Union, to the direc’ion and disposal of those who seek its dissolution. 

[tis under such circumstances that the State of Massachusetts pio- 
poses to pluck from the Constitution its guarantee to the South, 

Warned by Virg nia that the proposition was regarded as an offer lo 
dissolve the Union, she yet re-asserts it, and hag transmitted to this State 
the following resolution of her Legislature, approved sixteenth March, 
eighteen hundred and forty-four: 

“‘ Now therefore Resolved, That the resolves of the Legislature of this 
Commonwealth do express the deliberate sentiments of the people of 
Massachusetts; that they do in truth and in good faith propose an amend- 
ment to the Constitution of the United States; that so far from contain- 
ing a proposition virtually to dissolve the Union, THEY ASSERT A PRIN- 
CIPLE WHICH IS ESSENTIAL TO ITS STABILITY AND PERMANENCE; and 
to the assertion and maintenance of which, in every constitutional way, 
the people of Massachusetts will always hereafter, as they now do, firm- 
ly and conscientiously adhere.” 

It is a subject of painful reflection that in the very infancy of the Re- 
public, the declaration has been published by the constiluted authorities 
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of a State celebrated for its revolutionary: serviete, “and conspicuous for 
the wealth and intelligence ofits citizens, that the ‘solar’ stipplations in 
the Constitution must be viofafed, ond Te fundamental Taw changed of 
order to give * stabilily and permanence” to the Union.

The com mittee to which was referred the petition of Wm. W. Gar- 
rard, ask leave to submit the following report: 

The petition shows that on May twenty-first, eighteen hundred and 
thirty-six, said Wm. W. Garrard, who was then Brigadier Generat of 
the second Brigade of Alabama Militia, received orders of Major Gen- 
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eral Benjamin Patterson, then commanding the first division of Ala- 
bama militia, which orders were issued in pursuance of orders from 
Clement C. Clay, then Governor of said State, requiring him to furnish 
from his Brigade two companies of mounted Iniantry Volenteers, if 
such should tender their services, and if not, then to make out the ne- 
cessary number by draft. Such companiesto consist each of one cap- 
tain, one lieutenant, one ensign. four sergeants, four corporals and one 
bugler, and sixty four privates; and have them rendezvous at Mont- 
gomery, to act against the Creek Indians, then engaged in hostilities 
against our citizens. 

In pursuance to their order the petitioner procured the requisite num- 
ber of volunteers, many of whom were however without horses. Be- 
lieving however, that his orders requiring mounted men, (and knowing 
that horses rould net be drafted) not only authorized but made it the 
duty of said petitioner, to provide horses forthe soldiers; and believing 
that the urgency of the case required it, he immediately purchased 
twenty-five horses and the equipage, for which he paid, or agreed to 
pay th> sum of two thousand one hundred and fifty dollars and seventy 
five cents The petitioner also states, that he requested the comman- 
ders of companies to take charge of the horses and other public pro- 
perty. That he also forwarded to head quarters, to His Excellency 
Governor Clay and to Major General Patterson a: full and complete 
list of said horses and equipage, together with the names of the per- 
sons having the same. That notwithstanding all this, no care had 
been taken of said property, and that many of the soldiers (without 
the knowledge or consent of the petitioner) sold and converted to their 
own use, the horses and equipage so held. The petitioner states how- 
ever, thathe was enabled to find and retain several of the horses which 
he sold at public auction for six hundred and thirty-three dollars, which 
leaves a balance due petitioner of one thousand four hundred and se- 
venteen dollars and seventy-five cents. The committee believing that 
the orders given to petitidner by Major General Patterson, gave (im- 
pliedly) the power to provide horses and equipage, if the same could 

‘not be otherwise obtained; and that the petitioner has both a legal and 
equitable claim upon the State of Alabama for indemnity, have in- 
structed mete report the following bill and recommend its passage:

Mr. Kittrell, from the select committee, to whom was referred the 
resolution inquiring into the expediency of prohibiting the further in- 
troduction of slaves into this State except hy actual emigrants or set- 
lers, have had the same under consideration, and have instructed me to 
subm t the folowing bill and report, and recommend their passage. 

Your committee have given the subject that deep and anxious 
reflection to which its vast iipportanee so justly entitles it, and in view 
of the existing, and still increasing evil growing out of the constant and 
rapid increasing number of slaves, which are being introduced into our 
State by emigran's, non resident, owners and traders, deem the subject 
one which imperatively calls for prompt and etficient legislation. 

Your cominittee have not arrived at this conclusion without a proper 
sense of the delicacy of the subject, and a proper view of it in all its 
bearings. They do not feel it uecessary on the present occasion to en- 
ter into an argumentin defence of slavery. It is sufficient for us to 
know that it exists amongst us—that it is guarantied. to us by the consti- 
tation under which we live—that it forms one of the featurcs aud con- 
ditions of our political compact—the highest judicial tribunals of our 
country have solemnly decided, thatthe exclusive control and manage- 
ment of the institution belongs to the States in which it exists to regu- 
late, and control it asa matter of internal policy with those States, and 
is to be judged of by them asa matter of necessity—that it is perfectly 
within their constitutional competency to enact such laws and make 
such regulations as they may deem necessary, to the proper preserva- 
tion and direction of said institution. 
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In fifteenth Peters, page five hundred and eight, Groves et. al v-e 
Slaughter, we find the follawing opinion delivered by Chief Justice 
McLane: ‘+ The power over slavery belongs to the States respectively. 
It is local in its character and its effects; and the transfer or sale of 
slaves cannot be separated from this power. It is indeed an essential 
part of it.” i l - 

“ Each State has a right to protect itselfagainst the avarice and intru- 
sion of the slave dealer—to guard its citizens against the inconvenien- 
ces and dangers of a slave population.” 

“ The right to exercise this power, is higher and deeper than the 
constitution. The evil involves the prosperity, and nay endanger the 
existence of a State. Its power to gnard against, or t° remedy the evil ' 
rests upon the principle of self preservation; a law vital to every eom- 
munity, and especially to a sovereign State.” 

These being then settled constitutional principles, your committee 
would represent that in accordance with them mest if not all of the 
Slave holding States have enacted laws to regulate and control the in- 
troduction of Slaves within their territory aud otherwise remedy the 
evils arising from this source. l 

It is the op:nion of your committee then, in the case under considera- 

‘ tion, 1t resolves itself into one of expediency and neeessily, to be deter- 
mined by the circumstances. 

That the constant aud rapid introduction of slaves amongst us, par- 
ticularly by non resident proprietors and traders is becoming an cvil of 
serious magnitude it would be nncandid to deny. We aré satisfied of 
the fact bata from our personal knowledge, as well as from information 
contained la memoria!s from the sections of the State which feel most 
sensible the grievances It may be expected that we enumerate some 

of the evils complained of from this source. The increase of slaves and 
the concentration of slave labor in the rich lands of our State, from the 
South Atlantic States, must soon, ifuet arrested by legislative iuter- 
ference, couvert the fertile soil and sunny clime of that higbly favored 
portion of our country into one vast unbroken negro quarter. 

Already are the very foundations of society disturbed by it. Num- 
bers of our valuable citizens of moderate estates have been driven from 
our borders by this caus», and those who yet remain who once enjoy- 
el the benefits and blessings of good society, must endure the privations 
and inconveniences brought about by this means, or else dispose of their. 
lands at a sacrifice to those wealthly non residents, aud seek a position free 
from those evils. Thus are they forced Uy causes which they cannot ron- 
trol to leave the land where are the attachments of their early life and 
the delightful recolleétions of their maturer years Besides this evil, 
another though not so serious in a social ôr moral point of view, is still 
one of deep isteryst to us in a financial sense. 

_. There isa large amount of our staple produced annnally on those 
farms, and sold in Mebile and New York and other places, the pro- 
ceeds of which are expended in other States to buid up and beautify 
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their cities, and to add to their comfort‘and wealth, while the said own- 
ers are exempt from the performance of either civil or militia duty in 
our State, and from most of the burthensimposed on our own citizens. 
Your committee think under this state of things the non resident en- 
joys a monopoly of privilege contrary to the true spirit and genius of 
our institutions. Shall we, then, possessing as we do the eonservative 
power, sit still and see this tide of ruin deluge our land and ‘not lend a 
hand to stay its progress ? Shall we fold our arms and mourn over a 
ruin which we might obviate by proper legislative interference? Shall 
we sit quietly and see our State annually drained of her wealth and her 
soil impoverished and exhausted, much of her valuable population ban- 
ished frem our borders, to seek a home in strange lands, among. 
‘strangers? We trustnot. Humanity and sonnd policy alike forbid it 
We are told as acompensation for these privations and inconvenien- 
ces we are furnished with additional sources of taxation, your commit- 
tee regard this as more specious than solid. We consider any advan- 
tage on that score as more than counterbalanced, from the fact of the 
- depreciation in the price of our staple, from an excessive production, 
caused by atransfer of slave labor from the poor lands of the South- 
Atlantic States to the more genial clime and fertile lands of our,region. 
At a time like the present, when such a disproportion exists from this 
cause, between the supply and demand for our staple, it would seem 
any thing but good policy to add to the evil by a continned introduction 
of that kind of labor into the State on which we depend for the culture 
of this article. Your committee need not pursue this argument further, 
Itis already felt with a painful force in those sections of onr State 
where principally exists the evil complained of and sought to be reme- 
died, and we think it addresses itself indirectly with a force that should | 
not be disregarded, to these parts of our State where the slave popu: 
lation is sparse. aud where they are proportionably exempt from these 
grievances. For our interests we conceiveas citizens of the same State 
‘is so identified that all must share to some extent iu any cause of policy 
that may affect us for weal or for woe. Your committee have not been 
able to satisfy themselves that itis within the constitutional competency 
of the legislature to reach the non residents proprietors who already has 
property amongst us, they wouldleave that an open question. Butit 
is clearly the right to prevent an increase of the evils complained of by 
enacting laws inhibiting the further introduction ofslaves into the State 
except in the manner provided for in the constitution, and your com- 
mitiee think that the true interests of the Siate and the happiness ol 
‘her citizens would be promoted by the passage of such laws. 


Your committee are aware that an apprehension exists with some, 
that any action of this kind on the part of our State, would be a conces- 
sion fo that spirit of ill directed and misguided philanthropy called abo- 
litionism; which forgetful of its duties and requirements at home, t5 
ever abroad seeking to dispense its charities, Weare of opinion, that 
fo refuse to act whenever a conviction of its necessity shall arise, would 
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be much more a concession to that wild and reckless spirit of fanaticism, 
which at all times deserves a rebuke at our hands. 

We are of opinion that no such timidity as this should mark our’ coun- 
sels. That it would be unbecoming freemen, “ who knowing their rights 
dare maintain them,” That in our conduct on this, as on every other 
occasion, we should act without regard to that feeling, whieh in-its 
practical operation would violate all right, outrage all feeling, crimson 
our very hearthstones with the blood of those most dear to us, and de- 
stroy.the brightest and best hopes of every friend to peace and social 
order, a 
In view of these facts your committee would submit the following bil? 
and (recommend ils passage. `

Po the Speaker of the House of Representatives: 


Sir—aA bill to be entitled an act, for the relief of the purchasers of a 
certain sixteenth section, in the county of Barbour, which originated 
in the House of Representatives, was on the sixteenth instant presen- 
ted to this Department for my approval. 

The bill recites a complete contract between John Daniel; Levi C. 
Daniel, Benjamin F. Daniel and Martha Daniel, and the school Com- 
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missioners of section sixteen, in township thirteen, and range twenty- 
eight, inthe county of Barbour. It further declares that the contract 
be rescinded and annulled, and provides that the notes executed by the 
parties are null and void, on delivery of the notes to the payors of 
their order. 

The bill further provides, that all the rents, rights, profits, and title to 
said section, shall revert and belong to the inhabitants of said township, 
in as full, perfect and complete a manner, as if no sale had been made; 
with a proviso, that two thirds of the qualified voters of said township 
consent to the same. 

The agreement or contract made between the parties, for the pur- 
chase of .the sixteenth section in question, is not thus attempted to be 
set aside, so far as appears from the bill, for the want of consideration 
from, orany other alleged matter, that would vitiate a contract. 

The provisions contained in the bill, however fully empowers two 
thirds of tlie qualified voters in the township to annul the contract, 
without the consent ef the purchasers, and even against their wishes. 
To thus divest the purchasers of their right to the property, without 
their consent, or against their wishes, would ‘be, as I conceive, depriv- 
ing them of the shield thrown around all contracts ia the constitu- 
tion. 

The nineteenth section of the first article of the constitution declares 
that no ex post fucto law, uor law impairing the obligation of contracts, 
shali be made. To delegate powers to two thirds of the township 
specified, to anuul the contract as provided in the bill, would be, as I 
conceive, in direct conflict with the provisions of the constitution just 
referred to. 

Entertainiug this belief, and with great deference for the wisdom of 
your Honerabie body, I am constrained to return the bill to the House 
of Representatives, with the foregoing as my reasons for withholding 
my assent.

had the conference proposed, and have instrueted me to-report the re- 
sult. . 

At the first meeting between the two committees, the matter of dif- 
ference were-fuly discussed; it was urged on the part of the House, 
that the bill as passed by the House of Representatives was more in 
accordance with the spirit of the tenth section of the third article of the 
constitution, than the amendments of the Senate; that the section requir- 
ing that the Legislature should “ fix by law the whole number of Sena- 
tors, and divide the State into the samé number of districts, as nearly 
equal the number of white inhabitants as may be,” had not been suf- 
ficiently regarded by the Senate in their proposed amendment, and 
some of the more glaring inequalities were , pointed out. To this the 
majority of the Senate committee answered, that although this inequali- 
ty existed there were two other provisions of the constitution that could 
not be overlooked in framing a bill on the subject, and that these two 
provisions together were of- paramount importance to the one relied on 
by the House. They insisted that Senators were entitled to their seats, 
under the constitution, for the term of three years, and that they were — 
required to be divided into three classes, and a rotation thereby kept up 
perpetually. They contended that the bill of the ‘Honse was so framed 
that two Senators were in some instances, thrown into the same dis- 
trict, each having a right to his seat as Senator for an unexpired part of 
the three years for which he was chosen. ‘The two committees not 
having come to any agreement at their first interview sgreed on anoth- 
er meeting, at which after some discussion on the subject of the matter 
of disagreement, the committee on the part of the House, laid before the 
committee ofthe Senate. the following communication. The commit- 
tee on the part of the House, in addition to the objections heretofore 
urged verbally to the amendments of the Senate, which constituted the 
ground of disagreement between the two branches of the Legislature, 
urge that the bili of the House isa nearer approximation to the equality 
of white inhabitants.

should be longer toleratéd, You have met this great questi“ mas men anil 
as pariots, “hout distinction of parry, and have declared in the solemn 
form of laws, that the connexion between our State Government and 
the Binks shall no longer exist—'hat it shall be dissolved forever. Ia 
doing tis, you have but done the will of the people. They expected 
nothing Jess af your hands. ‘They looked upon those institutions as so 
many cancers, ealing iato the very vitals of the body polities and if we 
had not eut them off, we woul] have justly merited their censure. 

Tue poltey adopted in relation to the collection of bank debts is rigid, 
but circumstances seemed to demand it, and É fear nothing short of the 

i amount proposed to be collected, would have satisfied the people. 
The subject of taxation is next in importance, —Thħe disposition made 
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ot the Revenue Bill does not meet the approbation of a majority of this 
House: but Teniok Lam not mistaken when I say it will give sati-faetion 
lo a large majority of those whom we represent, Let me not be under- 
stood, as intimating that the people are unwilling to be taxed to any ex- 
teat that may be necessary and proper, or that they do not intend to re- 
deem the plighted faith.of the State. They are honest, just, and pa- 
trioie, Bat they desied their representatives to do twos things before 
thay imposed a heavy tax upon them, First, to wind up the Banks, the 
principal source of taxation, and then fauhfully ang honestly, apply (he 
assets that have not been squandered to the payment of our State debt. 
When this ts dane, they wl be prepareidl tv do any thing to sustain the 
honor and credit of the Government. 


Our ereditors, if they wil! properly consider the action of the Legisla- 
ture, need have no fears, The provision made by, the Bauk bil, wilt 
discharge two and a half midons of onr Siate debt, We owe three 
millions in tne notes of the different: Banks. The collection of one- 
third of the good Bavk debis, will pay more than two millions of that 
amount. In addition to ils. we neve nade provisions for the interest oa 
our bouds, for this and the ensuing year. I am sure this view of the 
subject shoud sags, the public miad, and quiet the apprehension of our 
bill an I boud holders, 


The apportionmen! of Representatives and Senators, has heen a most 
perplexing and annoying subject to the Legislature. But for that spirit 
of patriotism, which has so often induced men lo sacrifice all personal 
feelings and interests fur the public good, this question would have yet 
been unsettled, and consequences greatly to be deprecated would neces- 
sarily havé followed, ‘Phe apportionment bul is unequal aug unjust.—’ 
Bat considering the diversity of opinions and conflicting interests, it is 
the best that could be don’, and I feel assured that the same spirit of pa- 
lriotism, that enabled us to pass the Will, will induce our constituents to be 
content with iL . 


I will not detain you gentlemen, by alluding to other subjects of le- 
gislatton, But before I conclude, I desire to teader to each and every 
member of this House my most grateful acknowledgmeats for the unusual 
courtesy and kinduess you bave been pleased to extend to me during the 
session, acd for the complimentary resolution I finden my table. Į leave 
you gentlemen, with kindest personal feélings for yeu all, individually 
and collectively; and if E have been so usf.riunate, in any thing I have 
said or done, to wound the feelings of a.single member, I desire now to 
repair the injury, by sayiag to hin, that nothing could have been farther 
from my intentions, 

To the Clerks of this House, return my most sincere thanks, for the 
extraordinary ability, pramptness and fidelity, with whieh they have dis- 
charged their arduous ond perplexing duties. To our vigilant and most 
faithful doorkeeper, I tender my acscowledgments.
